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REMARKS 

The Section 1 12 rejection, set forth on page 2, has been cured. 

Claim 10 calls for the covering on the first trench and over the semiconductor structure 
being thicker along the center line of the first trench than over the semiconductor structure. 

Using a ruler, one can see in Figure 2B of the reference, that the covering 1 14 has the 
same thickness over the semiconductor structure and at the center line of the trench. Therefore, 
the rejection under Section 102 should be reconsidered. 

Further, in Figure 2C, it can be seen that the alleged second trench 1 1 6 extends parallel to 
the alleged first trench 106. As explained in the specification, the substrate is further etched in a 
downward direction "following the profile of the silicon nitride spacers 1 14a to form a trench 
1 16." See column 3, line 67, through column 4, line 2. Plainly, the trench 1 16 runs parallel to 
the trench 106 and, therefore, is not extending across or perpendicular "to a length of said first 
trench." Instead, it extends parallel, not perpendicular, to the length of the first trench and 
extends along, not across the length of the first trench. Therefore, reconsideration is requested 
for this additional reason. 

"Across" means to extend from side to side, not through. See Dictionary excerpt 
attached. 

With respect to claim 21, it is asserted that the first trench is 106 and the second trench is 
1 16. But claim 21 calls for the first trench to have a first depth and a second trench to have a 
second depth wherein the second depth is less than the first depth. Plainly, the trench 1 16 is 
deeper than the trench 106. 

Moreover, neither trench extends across or perpendicular to the length of the first trench. 
The attempt to rewrite the claim to call for it to be perpendicular to a length or a width is 
inappropriate. The claim is explicit that the second trench must extend across and perpendicular 
to a length of the first trench, It cannot extend perpendicular to the length of the first trench 
because it extends through it. Therefore, it cannot extend either across or perpendicular. 

Moreover, there is no thinner portion of the covering that is over the semiconductor 
structure because, as shown in Figure 2B, the covering 1 14 has the same thickness in the trench 
and over the substrate. 

Therefore, reconsideration is requested. 
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With respect to the dependent claims, dependent claim 1 8 is rejected, but, plainly, the 
asserted second trench 1 16 cannot possibly be said to be shallower than the first trench. 

Claim 19 calls for the opening not to extend through the covering in the first trench. But, 
clearly, since the trench 1 16 is deeper, as shown in Figure 2C. it must expose the semiconductor 
structure. 

Therefore, reconsideration is respectfully requested.
